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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Con-ection 
of the following is required: the term runner within claim 25 lacks antecedent basis 
within the specification. 

Claim Rejections • 35 (JSC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written descriptton of the invent'nn, and of the manner and process of 
maldng and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact tenns as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his inventnn. 

Claim 25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a plastic track, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for a runner. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. Applicant does not disclose within the 
specification what constitutes a runner. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more daims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter whk:h the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 25 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Applicant does not disclose within the specification what constitutes a runner. 
For examination purposes, a runner will be interpreted as being what the applicant 
claims as a slide. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded In public policy (a policy reflected In the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or Improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. CIr. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982): In re Vogel. 422 F.2d 438. 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington. 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attomey or agent of record may sign a 
temninal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 15, 16, 18, 20, 21, 24, 25, 26, and 27, 28, are provisionally rejected 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable overclaims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, and 17 of copending 
Application No. 10/416818. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because Application No. 10/416818 daims the 
same subject matter but the instant application does not daim the ball returning to its 
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starting position. Though the Instant application does not disclose the above 
Application No. 10//416818 anticipates the instant application. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting dalms have not in fact been patented. 

Claims 17-19 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 , 2. 4. 6. 7, 1 1 . 
12, 13, 14, 15, 16, and 17 of copending Application No. 10/416818 in view of Gllbey- 
Thompson (GB 201645). 

In regards to dalm 1 7, Application No. 1 0/41 681 8 does not dalm the anchorage 
being stakes. Gilbey-Thompson disdoses a golf practidng device wherein the device is 
anchored to the ground by stakes (See Page 1 . lines 62 through 71 ). One having 
ordinary skill In the art would have found It obvious to use a stake, as taught by Gilbey- 
Thompson, in order to anchor the device to the ground. 

In regards to dalm 18, Application No. 10416818 dalms the other end of the 
guldeways attached to a stable support (See daim 12). 

In regards to dalm 19, Application No. 10/416818 does not dalm a means for 
varying the length. Gilbey-Thompson discloses a golf practicing device wherein the 
length of the device is varied wherein the length Is inherently base upon the positioning 
of anchors and stable supports (See Page 2, lines 70 through 73 and the Drawings). 
One having ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to have a means for 
varying the length, as taught by Gilbey-Thompson, in order to accommodate for variable 
playing spaces. 
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This Is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

Claims 22 and 23 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, 7, 
11, 12, 13, 14, 15. 16. and 17 of copending Application No. 10/416818ln viewof Agardi 
(USPN 6027958). 

In regards to claims 22 and 23, Application No. 10/416818 does not disclose the 
guldeways made of a low friction material. Agardi discloses a clothesline made of a 
plastic covered cord (See Column 2, lines 22 through 33). One having ordinary skill in 
the art would have found it obvious to Incorporate a plastic covered cord, as taught by, 
Agardi, In order to make the guldeways weather resistant. It Is also submitted that the 
cord Is low fractioned because it is made of a plastic covered cord. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 15-28 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
